Proctor, the astronamer, entitled ‘Chance 
anti Luck.” Proctor wént so far ax to

Ridiculous as such a 
contention ‘must seem to those who have 
any sense of humour,. that: spirit is not 
yet dead, even in times when we shoulder 
our moral burdens with somewhat less 
parade than in the Victorian period.

the verandah or the stackpipr, At this 
tipe a series of robberies was’ takeing 
place described as being gymumitted by

was charged with nine cheque frauds, 
Another man was arrested with him. and 
got six tmonths’ imprisonment. Delaney 
was hound over for twelve’ months.
